Marcus Fysh, who hopes to get re-elected on 
June 8th, is currently the overwhelming 
favourite with the bookies with his best odds 
being at 1/7.

The bookies are currently suggesting that Lib¬ 
eral Democrat candidate Jo Roundell-Green is 
the second favourite, and this has been backed 
up by a series of tactical voting websites en¬ 
couraging residents to back her if they want to 
remove the Conservatives from power. 


Jo Roundell Greene has also won favour with 
the More United movement who have publi- 
cally backed her as well as making a donation 
of £7,500 towards her campaign. 

More United, which was co-launched by for¬ 
mer Yeovil MP Paddy Ashdown, is an online 
campaign that, instead of backing political par¬ 
ties, backs candidates who share the same val¬ 
ues as them. 

On their website the group say: “Millions of 
people want to get involved in politics, but don’t 
want to sign up to a particular party. 

“We offer a way to make a difference by com¬ 
bining the power of thousands to get people 
who share our values elected, regardless of 
party. 

“The more people we elect from across all par¬ 
ties, the more voices we will have in Parlia¬ 
ment standing up for what we believe in.” 

On her backing from More United, Jo 
Roundell Greene said: “I couldn’t agree more 
with the aims of More United, before I was a 
candidate I was a member. 

“Politics can’t just be about power, but doing 
the right things for the communities we serve. 

“My grandfather [former Labour prime min¬ 
ister] Clement Attlee believed in the impor¬ 
tance of looking after everyone in society. 

“I would be proud to continue his legacy and 
demonstrate the values of More United if I am 
elected to parliament. We need a new kind of 
politics.” 

The bookies believe it is a two horse race in 
South Somerset with Marcus Fysh and Jo 
Roundell Greene on relatively short odds, while 
Ian Martin (Labour 100/1) and Robert Wood 
(Green 200/1) are way back. 

Pulman’s View from South Somerset couldn’t 
find any bookies offering odds on independent 
candidate Katy Pritchard. 

In the Somerton and Frome constituency Con¬ 
servative candidate, David Warburton is also 
the favourite to be re-elected on June 8th.

New rules for dog 
owners in East Devon 


EAST Devon District Council hopes to encourage 
more responsible dog ownership with a new 
Public Space Protection Order. 

Following public consultation between Decem¬ 
ber 2016 and January 2017, councillors at East 
Devon District Council have approved new mea¬ 
sures in the form of a Public Space Protection 
Order (PSPO) to encourage more responsible 
dog ownership across the district. 

The new PSPO, which incorporates tighter dog 
controls, was approved - together with a PSPO 
relating to a ban on the feeding of seagulls on 
seashores and promenades - by the council's 
cabinet in April. Both PSPOs will be enforced by 
council officers while they are out and about in 
the local community. 

One major new provision in the PSPO is that 
dogs must be kept on leads on roads and pave¬ 
ments. 

The idea being that the dog is under more con¬ 
trol around traffic and if they come into contact 
with other members of the public or dogs using 
the roads and pavements. 

The existing controls transferred into the new 
orders, with some minor improvements, are: 

• No dogs are allowed in any council 
maintained children's play areas and 
some other play areas and playing fields; 

• All dog owners must always pick up after 
their dogs wherever they walk in public places; 

• Dogs must be kept on leads on most formal 
garden areas, in some playing fields and on the 
walkways next to East Devon beaches; 

• Dogs are not allowed on the main areas of 
the town beaches of Exmouth, Budleigh 
Salterton, Sidmouth, Beer and Seaton during 
the summer (however, the ban on dogs at Beer 
is for the smaller West beach, while the main 
area of Beer beach is now subject to a new 
dogs on lead restriction); 

• Dog walkers are not allowed to be in control 
of more than six dogs at one time and they 
must put their dogs on a lead if asked to do so. 

Although council officers in the environmental 
health team respond to enquiries and complaints 
about dogs, members of the public can also pro¬ 
vide information about problems caused if these 
orders are not complied with. Any enforcement 
will be proportionate and will focus primarily on 
advice and education, although fixed penalties 
of £80 will be issued in all cases where there is 
sufficient evidence of harm and consequence.

Councillor to run for parliament 
to highlight Genette Tate case 


A GENERAL election 
candidate hoping to 
be elected in East 
Devon has said that 
the reason he is stan¬ 
ding for parliament is 
related to the disap¬ 
pearance of Genette 
Tate in 1978. 

Peter Faithfull, who 


is a town and district 
councillor for Ottery 
St Mary, has been 
leafleting houses in 
the East Devon area 
and said he has been 
given lots of local 
moral support on 
what he calls his bot¬ 
tom line reason for 


standing for election. 

Genette Tate disap¬ 
peared from Ayles- 
beare on August 19th 
1978 while delivering 
newspapers and was 
never found. 

Serial killer Robert 
Black was linked to 
the disappearance but 
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died in January 2016. 

Following his death 
Devon and Cornwall 
Police say they were 
five weeks away from 
submitting a file to 
the Crown Prosecu¬ 
tion Service in which 
they sought a new de¬ 
cision on whether to 
prosecute him. 

The file was submit¬ 
ted to the Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service three 
months after Black’s 
January 2016 death, 
although the Crown 
Prosecution Service 
stated that they would 
not be making a post¬ 
humous decision on 
charging Black. 

Mr Faithfull said: “I 
have reason to believe 
that Genette is buried 
in Aylesbeare church¬ 
yard and has been 
there from the begin¬ 
ning. 

“My understanding 
is that the person who 
first informed Devon 


and Cornwall Police 
about a grave in the 
churchyard in 1978 as 
having been dis¬ 
turbed insisted until 
his death that the 
place where he identi¬ 
fied has never been 
searched. 

“On the weekend on 
which Genette Tate 
went missing there is 
believed to have been 
a burial taking place 
in the churchyard. 

“Such a burial has 
never been recorded 
in the church records. 

“There are further 
pieces of information 
which, as they in¬ 
clude people’s names, 
are not included in 
this leaflet. 

“I would be very 
grateful for any fur¬ 
ther information re¬ 
lating to this subject. 

“The purpose of me 
standing for parlia¬ 
ment is so that I will 
have the benefit of 


parliamentary privi¬ 
lege, free to talk 
openly about the case, 
without the risk of 
prosecution for slan¬ 
der or libel. 

“My aim is to bring 
closure to this case, 
which has haunted 
many people’s lives 
for many years.”

Swanmead’s lollipop lady 
celebrates 35 years in the job

APRIL 1982 saw the start of the Falklands War, 
Chas & Dave and Bucks Fizz were top of the pops 
and Liverpool FC were on their way to winning 
the old First Division - plus Felicity Windsor 
started working for Swanmead School in Ilminster 
as a lollipop lady. 

Thirty-five years on and Felicity was presented 
with a certificate of achievement and gifts by the 
school in recognition of her long and loyal service 
to the children of Ilminster at a special assembly 
at Swanmead held on Friday, May 12th. 

Students were left somewhat bewildered when 
headteacher Mark Walker told them that back in 
1982 there were only four channels on the televi¬ 
sion and there was no internet, while the size of a 
mobile phone was very much different and very 
much larger than it is today. 

But he added: “Although there have been a lot of 
changes over the last 35 years, one thing hasn’t 
changed - our very own lollipop lady Felicity 
Windsor. 

“Felicity has served on the top road in Ilminster 
as a patrol lady through rain, snow and gales and 
has only ever missed a couple of days in 35 years 
because of illness and even when she has been feel¬ 
ing a bit poorly she has still come out. 


“To serve 35 years as a lollipop lady has been an 
incredible feat and an incredible achievement.” 

Mr Walker checked with Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil to see if the authority had any suitable accolade 
to present to Felicity in honour of 35-year service. 

“The answer was no,” he said. 

“Thirty-five years as a lollipop lady in Somerset 
just doesn’t happen. Felicity is probably the 
longest-serving lollipop lady in the history of Som¬ 
erset schools and is also probably one of the 
longest serving in the entire country. 

“Felicity doesn’t like any fuss, but we are very 
proud of her and that she is continuing her work 
of getting us across the road safely.” 

Students gave a rousing reception to Felicity 
who had to quickly dash off at the end of the as¬ 
sembly to don her uniform once again and take up 
her position to get children across the road safely. 

And a few other snippets of reflection of 1982 - the 
top three Christmas gifts for children that year 
were BMX bikes, Rubik’s Cubes and Cabbage 
Patch Dolls; the average price to fill up the car 
with petrol was just £22; the average house price 
was £45,000; and the top three box office movies 
were ‘ET The Extra-Terrestrial’, ‘Tootsie’ and An 
Officer and a Gentleman’. 


Schools to take part in measurement programme 


A FULL 100 per cent of county primary schools 
have chosen to take part in the National Child 
Measurement Programme (NCMP) this year, a 
nationwide initiative which aims to help reduce 
childhood obesity. 

Parents of reception and Year 6 children will 
receive letters about the programme and have 
the opportunity to opt their children out of the 
programme. Weighing and measuring takes 
place during the summer term. 

Childhood obesity is a major national health 
issue. In Somerset, last year’s NCMP results 
found that 19.9 per cent of reception children 
(aged 4 and 5) and 28.6 per cent of Year 6 chil¬ 
dren (aged 10 and 11) were either overweight or 
very overweight. That puts both age groups 
well below the national averages. 

In June parents will receive a confidential 
feedback letter with details of their child’s 
weight and advice about maintaining a healthy 
lifestyle. School nurses will be on hand to an¬ 
swer parents’ questions and signpost to useful 
resources like the ZING website www.zingsom- 
erset.co.uk 

Trudi Grant, Somerset Director of Public 
Health at Somerset County Council, said: “It’s 
fantastic that all the County’s primary schools 
are involved and I’m sure Somerset’s parents 
will embrace the programme. It allows us to 
monitor how healthy Somerset children are and 
offer support to families and schools to help 
them achieve a healthy weight. 

“With the results we can tailor support where 
it is needed most. In some schools we are pro¬ 
viding a six week Healthy Futures Zing pro¬ 
gramme using Change41ife resources and we 
have also introduced ‘The Golden Mile’ into 
some Somerset schools. Children simply walk, 
jog or run around the Golden Mile track within 
the safety of the school grounds.” 


To support schools, Public Health England 
has produced results letters, personalised for 
each school that took part in the 2015/16 pro¬ 
gramme. 

The letters will provide overweight and obe¬ 
sity data showing how individual schools com¬ 
pare to the local authority and England as a 
whole.

MUCH-LOVED and much-respected 
Yeovil teacher Jeff Stone, who 
passed away suddenly earlier this 
month, was given a perfect send-off 
by hundreds of people at his funeral. 

There was standing room only at 
St John’s Church in the heart of 
Yeovil on Wednesday (May 17) as 
family, friends, teaching colleagues 
and students, both past and present, 
attended the service of celebration 
and thanksgiving for the life of Mr 
Stone, who had taught at Preston 
School for 49 years. 

People had started to gather at the 
church long before the 11.30am start 
and by the time the service began St 
John’s was full - testimony to the 
strength of feeling towards the man 
who will always be referred to as a 
Preston School legend. 

The service - led by Rev James 
Dudley Smith - was an uplifting oc¬ 
casion, albeit terribly sad, saying 
goodbye to someone people never re¬ 
ally thought they would be saying 
goodbye to, and there were plenty of 
smiles and laughs in amongst the 
tears. 

While his nearest and dearest 
knew Mr Stone as a truly kind and 
caring family man, they have taken 
great comfort from knowing that he 
had been an inspiration to so many 


people during their learning days at 
Preston School. 

There were some wonderful mem¬ 
ories of Jeff read out during the ser¬ 
vice by representatives of Preston 
School staff and of former students. 

Mr Stone had a unique teaching 
style that made him a unique 
teacher. His passion for history was 
effervescent. He would turn his class¬ 
room into a theatre of drama where 
his teaching brought the past to the 
present - and he would have stu¬ 
dents immersed in his stories. 

Away from school he was a keen 
amateur thespian, having performed 
many times at the Swan Theatre in 
Yeovil, and he used that with great 
aplomb in the classroom where his 
teaching would see him bellow like 
Brian Blessed in one sentence and 

then hushed like Richard Bur- _ 

ton the next. 

He had many quirks 
which made him so 
adored by students, who 
never knew what might 
happen next in a Mr 
Stone lesson, whether it 
be a hammer smashing

against a filing cabinet, sweets taken 
off a pupil, pencil cases being thrown 
out of windows or him sponta¬ 
neously breaking out into song. 

Friend and fellow history fan, Paul 
Murley, spoke during the service of 
their school trips to Europe and the 
First World War battlefields, and 
he aptly adapted the famous 
Robert Laurence Binyon 
poem For The Fallen in 
which he said of Mr Stone: 
“He shall grow not old, as we 
that are left grow old; Age 
shall not weary him, nor the 
years condemn; At the going 
down of the sun and in 
the morning, We 
_ will remem¬ 
ber him.” 


Preston School’s senior choir - 
conducted by Gill Lock - beautifully 
sang Perfect Day and although the 
weather outside was far from perfect 
with persistent rain, St John’s 
Church provided a perfect theatre 
for people to say their goodbyes. 

Nephew Simon Stone read some 
poems specifically chosen by Mr 
Stone, while Mr Stone’s brother Ian 
read the eulogy. 

Mr Stone was 70 when he died on 
May 1, which would have been his fa¬ 
ther’s 100th birthday. 

As his coffin was carried out of St 
John’s in readiness for a final jour¬ 
ney to Yeovil Crematorium for a 
short private family service, the con¬ 
gregation burst into applause. 

Mr Stone will always be remem¬ 


bered for his big welcoming smile 
and he would - no doubt - have been 
smiling down on those who had 
come to pay their respects. 

The service was more than just a 
celebration of Mr Stone’s life - he 
had single-handedly brought Preston 
School together; generations of stu¬ 
dents and its teaching family of past 
and present united in respect. 

Mr Stone will be deeply missed by 
his family and the corridors of Pre¬ 
ston School will never reverberate to 
the sound of his unmistakable foot¬ 
steps, his singing and hearty chat. 

But Mr Stone’s legacy will live on 
in everyone who had the privilege to 
meet him and he will always be re¬ 
garded as the Godfather of Preston 
School.

Chard joins RSPCA’s campaign 
against leaving dogs in hot cars

CHARD resident Judy Gray has once again 
joined the national campaign to raise aware¬ 
ness about dogs being trapped inside hot cars. 

For the last two years, the awareness in 
Chard has been significantly raised by Coun¬ 
cillor Amanda Broom assisting Judy in deliv¬ 
ering posters to shops, asking district and 
county councils to put posters up in car parks 
and general support for the annual RSPCA 
campaign. 

Every year thousands of suffering dogs are re¬ 
ported to the RSPCA having been left unat¬ 
tended in hot cars. This can cause dogs to die 
as a result of heat stroke brought about by ris¬ 
ing temperatures within cars, and other simi¬ 
lar situations. 

Animal charities and volunteers work hard 
to raise awareness of the real danger of leaving 
animals in environments from which they can¬ 
not escape the heat - whether this be cars or 
conservatories. 

Judy said: “Please think twice before you take 
your dog out in the car. It is easy to be lulled 
into a false sense of well-being with the air con¬ 
ditioning on, but if you intend leaving your dog 
unattended in your car - don’t take them with 
you. 


“Even with car windows left open, and the car 
in the shade, your dog can over heat within a 
very short time and heat stroke is a painful 
killer, and so very distressing to witness.” 

In the last two years the campaign has grown 
with local support. 

Councillor Broom added: “The first year I 
helped Judy we found many shops would put 
posters up, but some were unwilling to. Since 
then, support and awareness has significantly 
grown, and this year we are really pleased to 
have Tesco displaying posters to make their 
customers aware. 

“We also have the support of the district coun¬ 
cil again, and are optimistic Somerset County 
Council will also help displaying posters in 
their car parks.” 

Advice from RSPCA states that in an emer¬ 
gency the advice is to call 999 to report a dog in 
a hot car to the police. As a charity, the RSPCA 
may not be able to attend quickly enough, and 
with no powers of entry they would still need 
to contact the police. 

Heat stroke is a rapid killer, so if you see a dog 
in distress in a car - don’t waste time, call 999.

Walk 1: 

Woolacombe to Morte Point 
(circular - six miles) 


WELCOME to Herbie & Hilda’s journey 
around the South West Coast Path. The route, 
regularly referred to as one of the most beau¬ 
tiful yet diverse in the world, stretches for 
630-miles from Minehead to Poole. 

As we are both still working we are unable 
to complete the path in one strenuous six- 
week walk as others have done. 

Instead, we plan to jump around the route 
in random places taking in smaller - bite 
sized - walks that would appeal to most. We 
have already completed approximately 15 per 
cent of the 630 miles prior to this first instal¬ 
ment, but will recap on these at a later date. 

You can follow our trek which will include 
notable landmarks or points of interest, in 
the form of this column that will pop-up at 
regular intervals as and when we cross off an¬ 
other stretch. 

To start with we headed off for a week in 
Woolacombe in North Devon and the rugged 
Atlantic Coast. 

Walk One - Woolacombe to Morte 
Point (and back): total 4 miles 
Most jaunts on the North Devon coast, partic¬ 
ularly in March, will be bracing with a fresh 
wind off the Atlantic Ocean, this one had 
plenty of this, but with warm sunshine too. 

We headed east from out our base in Woola¬ 
combe and were immediately met by a WWII 


monument to the American Marines who 
carried out crucial exercises in 1943 in the 
lead up to D-Day on beaches that closely repli¬ 
cated those huge expanses of sand accompa¬ 
nied by steep dunes on the Normandy Coast, 
in particular ‘Omaha’ beach. 

But this walk has little sand to see and is in 
fact dominated by the dramatic Morte slate 
with its rugged rocky quality and imposing 
shadows, the nearby village of Morthoe has a 
section dedicated to the numerous ship¬ 
wrecks, five in 1852 alone, that litter this 
area. 

The spring is a great time to also appreciate 
the plentiful, hard wearing gorse bushes with 
their vivid yellow which perfectly compli¬ 
ment the clear blue skies and lush green 
vales - but do beware the cliff edges as the un¬ 
forgiving rocks below await - Morte Point 
translates to death point!. 

The walk took us about two hours in total - 
including the obligatory coffee and banana 
stop - and is perfect for a half day jaunt, pro¬ 
viding the sun shines.

WET and warm weather can create a 
breeding ground for pests and diseases 
attacking our crops. Hannah Stephenson 
looks at the problems we may encounter 
and reveals how to tackle them 

While the mild weather and heavy rain¬ 
fall of late may be good for the garden, 
it also provides an ideal breeding ground 
for pests and diseases. 

Rot and grey mould may attack straw¬ 
berry beds, codling moths could invade 
apple and plum trees, while aphids, car¬ 
rot fly and slugs and snails will undoubt¬ 
edly be doing their utmost to munch 
through our precious crops. 

So, who are the main culprits and what 
can we do about them?... 

Slugs and snails: These are the most 
persistent and troublesome pests in wet 
weather, as they have a taste for tender 
edible crops, including lettuces and 
beans, while below ground they can bur¬ 
row through potato tubers. Pick them off 
veg as you see them and be vigilant, par¬ 
ticularly after rainfall. Alternatively, 
spread really sharp grit around vulnera¬ 
ble plants or at the edge of vegetable 
beds. If you have veg in pots, try wrap¬ 
ping copper tape around the top of the 
pot, which acts like a tiny electric fence. 

Grey mould: This can be a real problem 
when strawberries are just starting to 
ripen. You need to avoid watering straw¬ 
berry beds as the fruit develops grey 
mould if it's in contact with wet ground. 
Try to stop the rot by sliding a strawberry 
mat around the collar of each plant, or 
tuck handfuls of straw around the plants 
to keep the fruit off the ground. 



Codling moths: The caterpillars of 
these small moths bore into apples and 
pears in summer, causing the fruits to 
ripen and drop early. Often you can see 
the small, brown, white-headed caterpil¬ 
lar at the core. To protect trees, set 
codling moth traps, which look like 
bright yellow or green tents, to which the 
insects are attracted, and then glued to 
the spot. Place a small amount of 
pheromone in the trap (this comes in the 
kit) to lure males in, and once they are 


out of the picture, females will remain in¬ 
fertile. 

Vine weevil: These beetles can prove 
devastating to plants, particularly those 
in pots, but also among strawberry 
plants. The beetles eat the leaves be¬ 
tween spring and summer while their 
white maggot-looking larvae eat the 
roots of the plant. Often the discovery of 
the larvae is made too late, when the 
grubs have literally chomped their way 
through the roots of the plant, effectively 
killing it. On mild spring or summer 
evenings, inspect plants and walls by 
torchlight and pick off the adult weevils, 
which are black with dull yellow mark¬ 
ings. To deter them, you can use biolog¬ 
ical nematodes Nemasys vine weevil 
killer in early spring or autumn, mixing 
with water and soaking the plant. Or use 
a special compost with an anti-vine-wee- 
vil ingredient when planting containers. 



Woolly aphid: These insects, which 
often invade apple trees, hide under a 
white fluff which is often mistaken for 
mould. The blackish brown aphids suck 
sap from the woody stems from spring 
and, if not tackled, are likely to spread to 
younger shoots by summer. Their dam¬ 
age can lead to lumpy growths in the 
bark, which can split in the winter, and 
lead to apple canker. Scrub colonies with 
a stiff bristled brush in spring or early 
summer. 



Carrot fly: If you haven't yet covered 
your carrots with fine insect-proof mesh, 
don't waste any time. It will also screen 
out greenfly and blackfly and won't trap 
heat underneath, so it can be used in 
summer. Grow tall-growing crops like 
Brussels sprouts away from the blanket 
covering, and make each plant an indi¬ 
vidual covering so they remain caterpil¬ 
lar-free. Plants that need pollinating to 
produce a crop, such as beans and cour¬ 
gettes, will need to be uncovered when 
they start flowering, to allow access for 
pollinating insects.

MASSAGE TECHNIQUES: Massaging the 
neck area and pressure points can help re¬ 
lieve pain. Even a little light kneading on 
the temples can bring relief. Applying 
pressure to the ridge of the neck and walk¬ 
ing your fingers from the shoulders up to 
the neck and down again can release ten¬ 
sion from the body. 


LIGHTS OUT: Taking time out, closing 
your eyes and lying down in a dark, quiet 
room for at least 20 minutes can help. 
Many headaches (especially migraines) 
can be triggered by sensory stimuli, such 
as bright or flickering lights. 


AND BREATHE: Take some deep breaths, 
and try to inhale deeply from your stom¬ 
ach, expanding and contracting the ab¬ 
domen, which clears the way for a full 
breathing cycle; sometimes ensuring 
there's a good flow of oxygen to the brain 
can help relieve pain. Taking deep breaths 
also helps to instantly calm you if you're 
feeling stressed or overwhelmed, condi¬ 
tions often associated with headaches. 


HOT SHOWER: Taking a hot shower can 
bring welcome relief. The sensation of hot 
water flowing over the head is not only 
comforting, but can take your mind off the 
pain. Spritzing yourself with lavender 
water afterwards can also trigger a feeling 
of wellbeing. 


KEEP WELL-HYDRATED: Headaches can 
be caused by dehydration, so the best 
thing to do is take in plenty of fluids. Re¬ 
search suggests 16 to 32 ounces is the av¬ 
erage amount of water needed to feel 
hydrated. Start by taking small, regular 
sips and you should feel better in a couple 
of hours. 



CHAMOMILE TEA: A soothing cup of 
chamomile can help reduce inflammation 
and relieve anxiety. Chamomile contains 
compounds that can ease pain and relax 
you. Also available in liquid extract and a 
skin ointment, try dabbing it on the tem¬ 
ples. 


WALK IT OFF: A fast walk in the fresh air 
can help clear the mind. Circulating the 
system and filling your lungs with air will 
provide your body with much-needed oxy¬ 
gen. If it's a really bad headache, you can 
wear a pair of sunglasses to block out the 
sunlight.

AXMINSTER and District Choral 
Society will present a concert of ‘ Sum¬ 
mer Songs’, featuring The Sprig of 
Time by John Rutter and From the 
Bavarian Highlands by Elgar, on 
Saturday, June 10th. 

Folk songs have passed down from 
generation to generation, telling time¬ 
less stories of ordinary people's lives. 
In The Sprig of Thyme John Rutter has 
collected songs from across the British 
Isles to make up a colourful musical 
patchwork of human experience. 
Through simple, direct language and 
lilting melodies the songs tell us about 
the complexities of human life - espe¬ 
cially where love is concerned! 

Rutter says this about his feeling for 
the music: “For children growing up in 
post-war England as I did, traditional 
songs still form a common musical cur¬ 
rency. These songs brought me delight 
and pleasure then, and they still do 
now, though pleasure has become 
tinged with nostalgia because, for the 
most part, they are forgotten and gone 
from our lives, perhaps forever. The 
Sprig of Thyme is an affectionate trib¬ 


ute to their composers and poets; a few 
were renowned, most were obscure or 
unknown, but the songs they created 
were famous, and I remember them 
fondly.” 

During the 1890s, the Elgars spent a 
succession of holidays in Southern 
Bavaria, staying in Oberstdorf and 
Garmisch . The couple spent a number 
of evenings in local hostelries where 
they drank while watching displays of 
folk dances of the region. During the 
day they walked and admired the 
Alpine scenery. Both activities fired 
their imagination. On returning from 
their 1894 holiday. Elgar began work 
setting to music six poems Alice had 
written in the style of Bavarian folk¬ 
songs with their joyful alpine rhythms. 

Director of Music, Peter Parshall, will 
conduct the mixed voice choir of some 
fifty voices. 

Peter has established a reputation in 
the area as a very talented, conductor. 
Director of Music at Axminster Parish 
Church, Director of RSCM Voices 
West, Axminster Chamber Choir, and

He is also Musical Director of 
Yeovil Chamber Chorale and recently 
guest conductor with Lyme Bay 
Chorale. 

An organ scholar of Westminster Col¬ 
lege, Oxford, Peter was appointed Di¬ 
rector of Music at St Mary Magdalene 
Church, Oxford, where, in 1997, he es¬ 
tablished a professional eight-voice 
choir. He was Director of Chapel 
Music at Westminster College, Oxford 
and organist to the Cathedral Singers 
of Christ Church Cathedral, Oxford 

As a composer, Peter has been com¬ 
missioned by choirs in the UK, Ireland 
and the USA and his music has been 
performed on the BBC and RTE net¬ 
works. He is the co-editor of the choral 
anthology, Weddings for Choirs

THE all-new GSX-R1000 will be available to test ride from 
a series of biker cafes this year, as Suzuki embarks on a 
summer tour of some of the most popular haunts in the 
country. Starting at the Green Welly Stop in Tyndrum, 
Scotland, on June 3, the tour takes in seven weekends, 
ending at Suzuki’s local bike cafe, the Super Sausage in 
Towcester, on September 30th. 

The new GSX-R1000 features a host of MotoGP-derived tech¬ 
nology, including a clever variable valve timing system that 
gives the new sportsbike both 202hp and 117.6Nm of torque. 
It gets a 10-stage traction control system governed by an in¬ 
ertial measurement unit that also controls rear wheel lift 
under braking. There are also three power modes and ABS, 
while the GSX-R1000R also gets launch control, lean angle- 
sensitive ABS, and a bi-directional quickshifter and auto- 
blipper, plus Showa’s race-proven Balance Free suspension.

Chairman Fry defends 
Checkatrade cup decison 


YEOVIL Town Chairman John Fry has responded to adverse 
fans criticism regarding the decision of the Club's board to 
back the EFL Trophy remaining in the same format as last 
year. 

Fans took to social media to voice their disapproval. Fry 
said: "I respect the fans opinions on the format of the Checka¬ 
trade Competition, but the club believe that everyone should 
take a wider view of the tournament and it’s overall objectives. 

“EFL had always wanted the competition to help provide a 
pathway for the best Under 23 players to have the opportunity 
of playing more competitive games against League One and 
Two sides. 

“The competition provides that pathway, whilst at the same 
time creating financial opportunities for the participating 
clubs, such as Yeovil. 

“It is no secret that League Two clubs are finding it hard to 
make ends meet and participation in this competition will 
help provide badly needed cash to clubs. 

Mr Fry spoke of his disappointment at the negative reporting 
surrounding the club’s decision: “Supporters and reporters 
have to realise that making ends meet, and working within the 
EFL Salary Cost Management Protocol regulations, is a vital 
part of running this club. 

“The current overall prize fund has been increased by £1 mil¬ 
lion and a good run in the competition would help Yeovil 
Town's football budget. 

Yeovil Town had a good run in the competition last season 
reaching the quarter finals where they were unable to get the 
better of Luton. 

But Mr Fry points out: “The funds we received from that run 
helped Darren Way to manage his player budget to within the 
EFL's Salary Cost Management Protocol limits. In fact, the re¬ 
ceipts from the competition added substantially to our football 
revenues, and from which the level of the squad budget was 
maintained. 

"We all need to have a reality check when it comes to the 
level of football revenues that YTFC is able to generate at 
League Two level, in order to provide adequate funds to set a 
player budget, that will enable Darren to compete against 
Clubs with far bigger football revenues. Gate receipts is there¬ 
fore a key factor when setting out the EFL's SCMP player bud¬ 
get limits. 

“It cannot be a coincidence that 31 other clubs voted the same 
way as Yeovil Town. We are all battling to balance our books 
and the funds from a good run in the EFL Trophy are vital. 

“It was thanks to the EFL Trophy that Jonny Maddison was 
able to get some valuable first team experience making his call 
up to the first team much more comfortable when Artur 
Krysiak was out injured. 

“Jonny’s run in the EFL Trophy was exactly what the En¬ 
glish Football League had in mind as a pathway to regular first 
team football. 

“And let’s not forget there is a Wembley Final at the end of 
the day which provides yet another cash resource.” 

“The decision has been made and the club firmly believe with 
majority support from League One and Two teams the compe¬ 
tition will go from strength to strength.”
